Students Hear Robert Frost 


At U.S.C. Bovard Auditorium 


Robert Frost’s lecture, given in 
the Bovard Auditorium of Southern 
California last Thursday evening 
drew one of the largest audiences on 
record, which included representa- 
tives of all Southern California col- 
leges as well as members of the Santa 
Ana jaycee and other junior  col- 
leges. ; 

“Poetry and the Size of America” 
was the title of the talk, which Robert 
Frost explained by stating that be- 
cause America is such a great and 
splendid land her poets try to make 
their verses grand and sumptuous. 
“That’s not what makes poetry.” con- 
tinued Frost. “Poetry is made of the 
indestructable, delicate things of 
earth and life.”” He then read several 
of his better known poems includ- 
ing “The Mending Wall”, “Pastures”, 
“The Colt” and “Death of the Hired 
Han.” 

The feature of the evening was the 
reading of a number of his unpub- 
lished poems, some of which have not 
yet received names. In discussing 


these poems Frost declared that al- 
most never does he put his works in- 
to print until they are over six years 
old and “grown up enough to go to 
school,” as he put it. These poems will 
be named and will appear in- book 
form this winter. 

The lecture lasted over two hours, 
during which the great American poet 
was continually applauded. 

Although he has earned fame and 
fortune as the poe poet of the New 
England, California always likes to 
remember that Robert Frost was born 
in San Francisco and spent his early 
life here. Several of his poems deal 
with his boyhood memories of the 
Pacific. Going East while still a boy, 
he grew to manhood among those 
“industructable delicate things of 
earth and life” which gave to his poe- 


try a strange close-to-the-earth flavor 
whihe was not relished by the pub- 
lishers, and consequently he remain- 
ed an unknown writer who chose to 
write naturally and from the heart 
instead of the popular “pot-boilers”.

BOOK 


NOTES 


“T Cover the Waterfront”, by Max 
Miller. Here is a book that should 
strike the fancy of a great many 
people. It is short and easily read but 
quite is worth while just the same. 
The book consists of between 20 and 
30 chapters each of which is complete 
initself. The subjects dealt with are 
small happenings and incidents pick- 
ed up by the author in his six years as 
waterfront reporter for a San Diego 
newspaper. Many of the stories might 
be classified as anecdotes and if 
printed in his paper would come un- 
der the heading of “human interest 
stories.” 

Miller has incorporated into this, 
his first effort, a delightful charm that 
projects a feeling of friendship and 
warms the reader to him. He thereby 
makes one believe the tallest of his 
tales, 

The author apparently has not been 
overcome with the crudities of the 
harbor in his extended association 
with it. Even in the one or two in- 


stances that he dealt with or men- 
tioned that were slightly delicate, his 
method, while not prudish in the least, 
was such that the most easily affront- 
ed reader could not be offended. 

The book is quite whimsical and 
Miller displays a sense of humour of 
the subtle sort. He often makes the 
reader smile and sometimes chuckle 
but very seldom laugh out loud. In 
other Miller’s humour is not of the 
boisterous kind, but it is satisfying 
never the less. 

There is a slight tone of pathos all 
through the volume, it gives a feeling 
of a small undercurrent of thwarted 
ambition, as though the writer, for 
all his smiling front, was a little dis- 
couraged at being tucked away in 
such an inconspicuous corner for so 
long a time. He has, however, made 
the most of his opportunities and pro- 
duced a book that could have been 
written only by a person with a depth 
of feeling for people and their small 
tragedies and happiness.

OF 32 SEASON 


The first night game in the history 
of the junior college was won 17-6 
under the bright ares of the Santa 
Ana Municipal Bowl on Saturday 
night at 8:00 p. m. The contest against 
Loyola was the second victory of the 
year for the Santa Ana Dons. The 
game was the second practice game 
of the season in which the Cookmen 
showed themselves very capable. The 
game was played on the dirt field in 
the new stadium and the ground 
seemed rather dirty to the boys who 
had never played on that type of 
field. The men did quite well consider- 
ing the handicap under which they 
played. It took them the first half to 
get use to the ground and the lights.
